Disappointed with results of 
Monday night’s meeting with 
directors of the Menlo Park 
Sanitary district, the city coun- 


\cil Tuesday night called for an 


investigation on costs and legal 
aspects of the city conducting 
its own sewage disposal system. 
As summarized by Couneil- 
man Vaile Andrus, the council 
felt that the sanitary directors 
were thinking in terms of “too 
many years and too many 
acres,” by using an enginéering 
plan based on the next 50 yéars 
as the basis for a possible new 
fee schedule. 


Mayor William Lawson led 
the informal council discus- 
sion into the possibility of 
the city operating its own 
sewer lines and treatment 
plant, by pointing out “we've 
got to take care of our own 
people.” 

He pointed out that large dis- 
tricts such as the Menlo Park 
Fire district and the sanitary 
district had large areas outside 
the city which have a low-as- 
sessed valuation, creating an 
unduly high tax burden on city 
properties. 

The mayor further pointed 
out that the Brown and Cald- 
well engineering report which 
is being used by the sanitary 
district as the basis for its pro- 
posed action, “indicates that we 
will have to rebuild our entire 
system,” anyway. He suggested 
that planning for such lines 
might better be accomplished 
py~the same staff that is re- 
sponsible for city planning and 
zoning decisions, rather than by 
an outside agency that has “no 
regard for problems of other 
jurisdictions.”

Whither the Trucks— 
And Whither Progress? 


Last week, sheriff's deputies started enforcing Wood- 
side’s new trucking ordinance, which is designed to limit 
through traffic of trucks of more than three tons. 


Such law enforcement is necessary, if the town’s tax- 
payers are to get good value for their money; presumably 
they'll have to pay for repairs on their local streets and 
they shouldn’t have to compensate for the wear and tear 
inflicted by large, heavy vehicles taking advantage of the 
relative spaciousness of the town’s through-ways, while not 
paying taxes in the community. 

Palo Alto and. Redwood City have trucking ordinances 
alneady. The result is that, if a semi-truck and trailer with 
10'or 15 tons burden has to travel from Bayshore Highway 
to El Camino Real, it has to use either San Antonio road 
south of Palo Alto, Whipple avenue north of Redwood 
City, or Marsh or Willow roads, Middlefield road and 
Ravenswood avenue or Fifth avenue. 


On the basis that the Marsh-Willow-Middlefield routes 
place an unfair burden of heavy trucking on Menlo Park 
and Atherton taxpayers, these two communities would be 
justified in passing ordinances similar to those of neigh- 
boring cities. 

But here again, we face the repressive method of 
dealing with a problem: 
“Outlaw it. Sweep it under the rug. Don't try for 

a constructive solution; just make sure you don’t have 

to pay the street repair costs for the entire mid-Penin- 

sula area.” 

The attitude becomes doubly outlandish when one 
considers what trucks are supposed to do. They're manu- 
factured and sold because they have economic value; their 
value is a function of the work that they can do. 

They play an integral and essential part in the con- 
struction of industries and towns; to carry repression of 
trucks’ operations to its logical extreme, outlawing them 
everywhere, is clearly ridiculous and stupid. 

What’s needed is a solution on a regional basis; one 
which ‘will not throw the burden of heavy truck traffic onto 
any particular street or highway but which will assure 
that all communities of the area bear their just share of 
the cost of maintaining the traffic-ways. 

« San Mateo, for instance, an has ordinance which re- 
quires trucking firms of the types operating several units 
a day through the town to change routes every couple of 
days. This means that no particular home faces the blight, 
danger and loss of property value inherent on having a large 
truck churn past the front door every few minutes. 

San Mateo could do this, because it’s a single com- 
munity. But something similar should be worked out for 
this part of the Peninsula, even though Palo Alto, Menlo 
Park, Atherton, Redwood City and Woodside are separate 
communities. 

After all, we're all in the same boat.

Postoffice Needs Space, 
And Not Just for Christmas 


Announcement that the Menlo Park postoffice has had 
to go far afield in its search for a temporary Christmas 
parcel post facility not only points up the fact that Menlo 
Park needs a postoffice badly. 

It demonstrates also that the city’s commercial and in- 
dustrial areas are rapidly being filled and that they may 
need to be augmented sooner than some downtown prop- 
erty owners are willing to admit. , 

A new postoffice for Menlo Park, having some 14,000 
square feet in its interior and situated on a piece of ground 
having some 20,000 square feet, was being sought last 
summer by postal authorities. Since then they have taken 
their specifications back, and are presently revising them — 
presumably upward — in view of the development of the 
areas west of the city, which are to become a part of the 
Menlo Park postal delivery area. 

Postal officials haven't said how many halt-acre sites 
were offered under terms of the long-term lease arrange- 
ment they were willing to make, but there weren't many. 
Rest guesses in informed real estate circles seems to put 
the number at four or five. 

If the new specifications submitted call for accommo- 
dation of a postoffice of, say, 20,000 square feet on seven- 
eights of an acre, who in the downtown business area can 
fill the need? For that matter — and since governmental 
uses are legal in a residential area, under some circum- 
stances, it has to be considered — where in the entire central 
portion of the city can such a site be assembled? 

Considering that the local postoffice can’t even find a 
suitable 5000-square-foot building for temporary use in the 
immediate area, it would appear that bigger sites must be 
in short supply, indeed. 

Meanwhile, let’s not forget that a postoffice is a pretty 
necessary part of a community's business development. The 
one in Menlo Park employs more than 100 persons all year 
long, and it draws people who might be persuaded to stop 
and shop at business establishments nearby. 

True, the postoffice department at present doesn’t see 
its way clear to provide offstreet parking along with its 
proposed facility but here again something could be worked 
out. 

It has to be worked out, and soon.

The first moderate storm of 
the season is usually the one 
that creates most of the dam- 
age, utility company and street 
department workers agree. 

But whether such a storm 
occurs in the next few days or 
weeks, it was indicated this 
week, Menlo Park is in pretty 
good shape to meet whatever 
Jupiter Pluvius can present. 

With the utility companies 
—particularly the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company — the 
problem is a little different. 
Lots of problems don’t show 
up until that first moderate 
storm. 

For instance, trees near 
power lines have been grow- 
ing all summer. Last year 
they might not have been 
within reach of wires, but 
this year, they might present 
a hazard. 

Dust may have been collect- 
ing on insulators and transfor- 
mers all year, awaiting a good 
dousing of water to become 
electrically conductive.

Ail kinds of things 
can have blown, fallen or been 
deposited in the drains’ catch 
basins during the past several 
months. 

Some of the obstructive ma- 
terials such as limbs, sticks, 
boards and the like may have 
been missed in the inspection 
tours, and are only awaiting a 
heavy rain before becoming ef- 
fective for stopping the free 
flow of water. 

But as things stand now, it 
looks like the city is in good 
shape to stand the impact of 
what pusses for a bad storm in 
this area.

Volunteer Bureau Cites 
Its South County Helpers 


The Volunteer Bureau of San 
Mateo. county this week noted 
its fifth anniversary and doing 
so, its executives paid special 
tribute to Menlo Park area 
meffibers and organizations 
wagiave aided the cause. 

e volunteer bureau, which 

headquarters in Burlin- 
gam is an agency which re- 
gis and assigns volunteers 
for {jobs with the county’s 
health, educational and wel- 
far@vagencies, 

A’pranch of it has been main- 
tainga in Menlo Park for the 
pastthree years. 

“As soon as we opened the 
bureau, we noticed that 
thére was a good response 
from the Menlo Park-Ather- 
be > area, but found that ma- 

y potential volunteers hesi- 

tated to travel all the way to 
Burlingame for interviews 
and assignments,” recalls Ex- 
ecutive Director Miss Mar- 
garnet Ruettell. 

“Since the organization had 
no funds for office rental, we 
looked instead for suitable 
space which could be used on 
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a temporary basis.” 

Mrs. Ruettell adds that 
space was made available at 
the board room of the Wells 
Fargo Bank, from 2 p.m. to 4 
p.m. Fridays. 

The bank also volunteered 
the use of telephones. 

The Bureau was established 
as a result of a survey con- 
ducted by the Group Work and 
Recreation Division of the 
Community Council of San Ma- 
teo County, which proved that 
the most urgent need in this 
fast expanding area was a bur- 
eau to recruit volunteer work- 
ers to assist in the growing 
health, educational and wel- 
fare agencies. 

The agencies were growing 
so fast that the professional 
staffs needed assistance in or- 
der to perform the agencies’ 
program; also, our community 
had volunteers interested and 
willing to give their time. 

Under the sponsorship of 
the Assistance League of San 
Mateo County and the Commu- 
nity Council of San Mateo 
County, and aided by a foun- 


dation and other grants, the 
Volunteer Bureau was estab- 
lished in 1953. 
Before the Bureau had op- 
ened for business it received 


a call from the Peninsula | 


Hospital about establishing 
an auxiliary. Recruiting 17 
interviewers, the Bureau in- 
terviewed and recruited 412 
volunteers for the Peninsula 
Hospital Auxiliary. 

The Volunteer Bureau acts 
as a connecting link between 
the many agencies in need of 
volunteers and the men and 
women who are willing to} 
serve. Through personal inter- 
views, training and referrals, 
the Bureau finds the right and 
satisfying placement for each 
volunteer and provides a stea- 
dy flow of carefully selected 
volunteers to hospitals, com- 
munity centers, clinics, chil- 
dren’s institutions, YMCA’s— 
almost every type of health, 
welfare and recreation organ- 
ization in the county. Volun- 
teers serve the children, teen- 
agers, the handicapped, the ill 
and the aged.

Pheasant 
Hunters 


Get Advice 


With the 1958 pheasant sea- 
son only five days old (it open- | 
ed Nov. 15), fish and game 
field men report both encour- 
aging and discouraging newd 
for hunters. 

Pheasant populations in| 
most good habitat areas are, 
about normal and should pro- 
vide at least average hunting 
success this year. However, | 
game managers warn, the un- 
usually dry fall has made it 
possible for farmers to clean 
off their grain fields, burn 
and plow them earlier than is 
possible in most years. 

This deprives pheasants and 
other small game of vital shel- 
ter and tends to drive them 
away from their usual haunts. | 

Thus the hunter may find it 
tough going in some agricul- 
tural areas to locate places 
where the birds are congre- 
gating. Game managers point- 
ed out that weather and agri- 
cultural practices play the big- 
gest roles in year to year phea- 
sant hunting. 

Acreage available on state 
pheasant co-op hunting areas 
this fall totals approximately | 
125,000 acres, most of it in 
Sacramento, Yolo, Butte, Co- 
lusa, and Solano counties. The 
largest single co-op is located 
one mile west of Firebaugh, 
Fresno county. 

One notable change this 
year is the addition of some 
14,000 acres on the C. B. Mace 
ranch, 10 miles west of Sacra- 
mento on Highway 40, and the} 
dropping of the once-great 
Natomas co-op just outside} 
Sacramento. Inroads made by 
private and commercial clubs | 
on the Natomas acreage made | 
if no longer feasible to oper- 
ate as a state co-op. 

Other public areas open to 
pheasant hunters include the 
state’s waterfowl management 
areas (check in localities in- 
volved for rules, fees and 
shooting days) and three fed- | 
eral wildlife refuges—Colusa, 
Sutter and Merced. 

Hunters are advised to ob- 
tain copies of the 1958 Digest 
of Hunting Regulations from | 
license agents or Department | 
of Fish and Game offices for | 
full information on bag limits, | 
shooting hours and other regu: | 
lations.
